Those Scrip- 
tures quoted above, I mean. Read 
them again and you will see that 
at Pentécost what really happen- 
ed was that the power of the 
Holy Spirit came on the disciples 
so that they could carry out the 
Great Commission and win souls, 
as Jesus had commanded them to 
do. -That is the true meaning of 
Pentecost. It was a time when 
God's Holy Spirit came in power 
upon Christians who longed to be 
able to carry out the work God 
had commanded them to do. And 
the Holy Spirit came upon them 
and enabted them. Three thou- 
sand people came to Christ that 
day and were baptized, and Pen- 
tecost was the beginning of a 
world-shaking upheaval, spiritu- 
ally, that covered the world in a 
hundred years. 


I. The One Key That Explains 
Pentecost , 

A friend of mine has a little 
figure of a dog, made of colored 
pieces of plastic which fitted to- 
gether a certain way, fold together 
as one piece and make the form of 


a Scottish terrier for a watch 
charm. The whole secret is in 
one piece. If one piece be snap- 


ped out of place, the small plas- 
tic figure comes to pieces entire- 
ly, and all its parts are under- 
stood. Put back together, this 
one piece snapped into place holds 
it in its proper form. Likewise, 
the pieces of Pentecost all fit to- 
gether and are held together by 
one key piece. There is one key 
to the understanding of the won- 
derful happenings at Pentecost. 
That key is the fact that the dis- 
ciples simply waited on God un- 
til they were endued with power 
from on high to be soul-winning 
witnesses for Him. They had the 
commission; now they waited for 
the power to carry it out. And they 
received the power, had a multi- 
tude saved and began their evan- 
gelization of the world.. No one 
can understand the meaning of 
Pentecost whe does not use this 
key fact, so clearly stated in the 
Scriptures. 


But do Bible teachers and 


Christian ieaders simply take this 
Bible account at face value and 
regard Pentecost as the pouring 
out of God’s power upon those 
who would do His will in soul 
winning? Indeed most of them 
do not! There is probably no part 
of the Bible on which honorable 
and good, believing men have dif- 
fered more wideiy.

JAMES speaks of the “fire of 
hell” (3:6). 

PETER writes of fearful judg- 
ments of God that fell upon the 
angels that sinned, upon _ the 
wicked generation of Noah's day, 
and of the flames of fire that 
burned Sodom and Gomorrah to 
ashes. And then adds, “God 
knoweth how to... reserve the 
unjust unto the day of judgment 
to be punished” (II Peter 2:1-9). 

JUDE says the people of Sodom 
ang Gomorrah are suffering the 
vengeance of eternal fire, and that 
others are doomed to the “black- 


ness of darkness forever’ (vs. 7 
and 13). 
Friend, what are you going to 


do with all these warnings of im- 
pending doom? These are the 
words of the Lord Jesus Christ, of 
God Almighty.

loading his shotgun and lighting 
his lantern, he waited in the 
night for the first squawk of a 
chicken ‘n fear. When the noise 
began, with lantern and gun he 
rushed to the chicken house. But 
he had trouble. First, the lantern 
went out, in the wind. 
side his cvat, he lighted it after 
many trials with matches. His 
dog was lerking furiously. Rush- 
ing toward the commotion at the 
chicken house, the farmer stum- 
bled over the pig and sprawled 
headlong on the ground! Retriev- 
ing his lantern, he put his head 
in the door of the chicken house 
and held the lantern aloft. A 
frightened rooster squawked and 
leaped first to the farmer's bare 
head and then out into the night. 
But in the light of the lantern 
the farmer saw the nocturnal 
prowler. A large Wood owl held 
one of his leghorn hens_ with 
claw and beak. Setting down the 
lantern, the farmer blazed away 
with his shotgun. He accidently 
pulled both triggers and both bar- 
rels of the gun went off at once. 
The recoil of the gun knocked 
him over backwards. The heavy 
load of shot killed three hens and 
blew a hole in the side of the 
chicken house. The farmer’s dog 
barked furiously and neighbors 
from all sides began to arrive to 
see what had happened. That is 
the end of the story. Now, boys, 
are there any questions you want 
W ask?” 


One boy asked, “Were the 
chickens white leghorn chickens?”

Other boys asked about the 
neighbors, about what .time of 
night it was, about the farmer's 
name. And as they asked ques- 
tions, one little fellow got more 
and more concerned. Finally he 
piped up with this question, 
“Say, Mister!

That is what he started 
out to do; Mister,*did he realiy 
get the owl?” 

Strangely and sadly people 
read the marvelous second chap- 
ter of Acts and have their mind 
all absorbed with speaking in 
tongues, with the origin of the 
church, with a new supposed dis- 
pensation, with some theory of 
sanctification, or some other mat- 
ter of relatively minor importance 
and never notice whether the dis- 
ciples got that for which they 
were waiting on God—the power 
of the Holy Spirit to help them 
carry out the Great Commission! 
And it is said that the business- 
man hired the office boy Who 
could keep his mind on the main 
business at hand and look for the 
principal result. How sad it is 
that God’s people are divided on a 
lot of secondary matters and so 
have missed the great principal 
point that God has for us in the 
events at Pentecost! 

One of the greatest tragedies 
that has happened in the whole 
realm of Christian doctrine is the 
misunderstanding of the meaning 
of Pentecost widespread among 
Christians today. Nearly all Bi- 
ble scholars will agree that the 


second chapter of Acts is the 
most important chapter in the 
book of Acts. _ Pentecost itself 


was the most important event in 
the last nineteen hundred years 
and more since the ascension of 
Jesus Christ. Pentecost was the 
fulfillment of the great prophecy 
of Joel, tnat “in the last days, 
saith God, I will pour out of my 
Spirit upon all flesh: and your 
sons and your daughters shall pro- 
sphesy . And whosoever shall 
call on the name of the Lord 
shall be saved” (Acts 2:17, 21; 
Joel 2:28, 32). Peter, by divine 
inspiration, said frankly, ‘This is 
that which was spoken by the 
prophet Joel,” and quoted this 


prophecy. So Pentecost was the 
beginning of “the last days” in 
which the gospel should _ be 


preached in power over all the 
world, so that all who would be- 
lieve in Christ should be. saved. 

Jesus Himself, after plainly 
giving the disciples the command 
of the Great Commission to 
preach the gospel in all nations 
and to the end of the world, com- 
manded the disciples to wait and 
not begin the work of the Great 
Commission until the power of 
Pentecost should come upon them. 
And it is obvious from the record

that there were no sermons 
preached, no souls saved, no defi- 
vite beginning made in taking 
the gospel to all the world after 
the resurrection of Christ, until 
Pentecost. In Acts 11:15 Peter, 
telling of the conversion of Cor- 


nelius and his house, about 8 
years after Pentecost, plainly 
called Pentecost “in the begin- 
ning,” that is, the beginning of 


the great «ra of carrying the gos- 
pel to the whole world. 


Pentecost was the first time 


Christianity got a strong foothold 


on this earth. 
heard John the Baptist preach, 
and we may well believe that mul- 


titudes were genuinely converted.

The 
Lord Jesus preached to great mul- 
titudes, but soon the multitudes 
turned away and followed him no 
more. “Will ye also go away?” 
Jesus asked His disciples. Then 
came the events preliminary to 
the crucifixion when Judas be- 
trayed Him, Peter denied Him, 
and all the disciples forsook Him 
and fled. There were only one 
hundred and twenty present at 
the pre-pentecostal prayer meet- 
ing, at the close of the ten days. 
Acts 1:13 and 14 indicate that 
there were only twenty or twenty- 
five at the beginning of that 
prayer meeting. But at Pente- 
cost “they that gladly received his 
word were baptized: and the same 
day there were added unto them 
about three thousand souls” (Acts 
2:41). From day to day other 
hundreds and other’ thousands 
were saved and joined to the as- 
semblies of Christians. So that 
soon the Roman Empire was 
lighted at a thousand points by 
the gospel witness, and hundreds 
of thousands were born into the 
kingdom of God, Pentecost was 
the very beginning of the triumph 
of the gospel of Christ, and the 
most important single event in al 
the history. of the church after 
the ascensicn of Jesus Christ. 


Yet it now turns out that there 
has been such difference of opin- 
ion about the meaning of Pente- 
cost that 
speak of it, the second chapter 
of: Acts is not often discussed in 
most. groups of Christians, and 
the doctrine of the blessed Holy 
Spirit Himself, and His power, 
and what He did for Christians at 
Pentecost, is counted a contro- 
versial doctrine and so is a sub 


ject taboo in most congrega- 
tions! How sad the misappre- 
hensions and misunderstandings 


of the wonderful 
came at Pentecost! 

It would be one of the finest 
blessings that could happen for 
every Christian if he would set 
out to meditate day: and night 
for a season on this second chap- 
ter of Acts and let the marvelous 


blessing that 


teaching there grip his soul. J 


discovered this wonderful chapter 
when I was fifteen years old in 
my home in a little spiritually 
neglected cowtown in west. Texas. 
I read that wonderful chapter 
over and over and my heart was 
exalted. For days I saw visions 
like the young man whom Joel 
(Continued on Page 3) 
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wrote about. I feel that a part 
of the moving of the Holy Spirit 
upon my heart in those days re- 
mains in my ministry yet. I 
thought then, and I _ solemnly 
think now, that the most blessed 
thing that could ever happen in 
this world is the kind of revival 
God gave at Pentecost when 
God's power came upon God's 
people so that they could speak 
as the Spirit gave utterance to 
win three thousand souls in one 
day! And to this day I do not 
see how anybody can be so much 


concerned about. the incidental 
matters at Pentecost; the speak- 
ing the gospel in various lan- 


guages to people who heard and 
understood them speaking in their 
own tongues wherein they were 
born, the sound of a_ cyclonic 
wind, or the abstract discussion 
of a new dispensation or the ori- 
gin of the church, when three 
thousand souls were saved. How 
anybody can think that these sec- 
ondary and abstract and inciden- 
tal matteis are to be compared in 
importance with the salvation of 
three thousand souls kept out of 
Hell forever is more than I can 
see! I am convinced that if we 
get the viewpoint of Jesus Christ 
concerning the worth of a soul, 
that we can then more accurately 
gauge the meaning of Pentecost 
in the light of the Scriptures. I 
am certain in my own heart that 
the salvation of any single soul at 
Pentecost was more important 
than anything else that happened 
there besides the saving of souls. 


With the importance of Pente- 
cost in mind, I have felt a need 
to explain away some of the mis- 
understandings of the meaning ol 
Pentecost, so that believers in 
Christ may come to see what 
Jesus had in mind in having the 
disciples wait for the blessed out- 
pouring of His Spirit which came 
there and that we, too, like they, 
could be equipped for the marvel- 
ous soul-winning service which He 
has in mind for us as He had for 
them. 


I believe that the misunder- 
standing ot the Bible emphasis 
of Pentecost has resulted from 
the following: 


An overemphasis on speaking 
with tongues and opposition . to 
this teaching. 

Second, an overemphasis and 
mistaken teaching about a new 
dispensation which is supposed to 
have begun at Pentecost. 

Third, by the teaching that 
Pentecost is the birthday of the 
church, obscuring the Bible em- 
phasis on. soul-winning power. 

Fourth, by the teaching that at 
Pentecost ‘the’ disciples were 
sanctified, with the eradication oft 
the carnal, sinful nature. 

Ii. Speaking in Tongues at 
Pentecost Was Incidental, 
Secondary, Not. Impor- 

tant to the Principal 
Meaning of 
Pentecost 

Three startling miracles o0c- 
curred at Pentecost in connection 
with the wonderful fullness of the 
Holy Spirit which came upon 
God's waiting people. They were 
these: first, “a sound from heav- 
en as of a rushing mighty wind, 
and it filled.all the house where 
they were sitting’; second, “‘there 
appeared unto them cloven ton- 
gues like as of fire, and it Sat 
upon each of them’; third, those 
who were filled with the Holy 
Spirit “began to speak with other 
tongues, as the Spirit gave them 
utterance.” ‘These were all mir- 
acles, all wonderful outward mani- 
festations. However, all were 
secondary and incidental to the 
one great promised blessing, the 
power of the Holy Spirit to make 
the disciples able to win souls 
and carry out the Great Commis- 
sion which Jesus gave them. 

It is a part of our frail and 
tainted human nature that we 
seize on the incidentals instead of 
the essentials, we are more con- 
cerned about outward form than 
inward power. It is natural for 
human beings to stress baptism, 
or the mass, or confirmation,-or 
confession to a priest, instead of 
repentance toward God and faith 
in our Lord Jesus Christ. So in 
the study of Pentecost a thou- 
sand eager ‘hearts have. seized 
zealously en the incidental and 
secondary manifestations and 
have thus obscured and missed 


the blessed meaning of Pentecost. 
It is difficult to reproduce the 
sound of 3 cyclone, so zealous 
converts do not claim that that 
is the meaning of Pentecost. Vis- 
ible tongues like ag of fire sitting 
on people’s heads or shoulders, 
cannot be easily imitated, so peo- 
ple give little importance to the 
tongues of flame which came 
when the disciples were filled 
with the Holy Spirit at Pentecost. 
But speaking in tongues has been 
taken up by many groups of peo- 
ple as if it were the principal 
thing that happened at Pentecost. 
Many others whose hearts are 
really hungry for the fullness of 
the Holy Spirit and who properly 
make mucn of the need for the 
fullness of the Spirit of God, the 
need to be filled with the Spirit 
of God, yet make speaking with 
tongues an absolute essential to 
this pentecostal blessing. And by 
calling speaking with tongues 
“the initial evidence of the bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost,” such 
people focus attention upon the 
speaking in tongues, not the soul- 
winning power. So to countless 
millions of people it has come to 
pass that “Pentecostalism’’ means 
Speaking with tongues. 

Let me say here very earnestly 
that the growps of people called 
Pentecostalists have put most de- 
nominations to shame in _ their 
honest attempt to follow the Bi- 
ble completely, to follow the pat- 
tern of New Testament Christian 
life, to have for themselves what 
the apostics and other Christians 
received at Pentecost. In that 
they have done well, and many 
others of us have done very bad- 
ly. I think it certainly must 
please the dear Lord Jesus better 
for one to seek with the whole 
heart to be filled with the Holy 
Spirit, even with some misunder- 
standing of the details of the Bi- 
ble teaching about the fullness of 
the Holy Spirit, than to be uncon- 
cerned about the matter. Let me 
say in brotherly kindness that I do 
not agree with my brethren within 
the Pentecostal movement that 
speaking in tongues is the initial 
Bible ‘evidence of the fullness of 
the Holy Spirit. But I do agree 
with them that every Christian 
needs to be filled with the Holy 
Spirit, and that this wonderful 
life-transforming enduement with 
power from on high is the privi- 
lege of every Christian. And it 
is my conviction, as deep as my 
soul, that it is a fearful sin for 
Christians to be indifferent on 
this matter of the fullness of the 
Holy Spirit. And I believe that 
those who are wrong on. the 
tongues question are not nearly 
so far wrong as those who are 
wrong on the need for and a con- 
cern for the fullness of the Holy 
Spirit. 

Therefore, let no one think that 
these words are an attack upon 
a dearly beloved people who may 
differ with me on the question of 
speaking with tongues. A _ hot 
heart which is wrong’ on the 
question of tongues is not nearly 
so bad as a cold heart which is 
right on speaking with tongues, 
but wronz on the power of the 
Holy Spirit. And if I appear to 
criticise my Pentecostal friends 
on this matter of speaking in 
tongues, let me say earnestly 
that if they were altogether wrong 
on this matter, they would not 
have so much to apologize for as 
denominations with many leaders 
who do not believe the Bible is 
true, who do not believe -in the 
blood of Christ, who do not be- 
lieve in the miracles, who do not 
believe in trying to reproduce 
New Testament Christianity by 
the power of the Holy Spirit in 
lives today. To be wrong on 
speaking with tongues is_ not 
nearly so bad as to be wrong on 
many other things. JI think our 
great danger is not “wild fire” 
but no fire! 

However, I must say that I be- 
lieve the emphasis which many 
good peovle have put on speaking 
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with tongues in the second chap- 
ter of Acts has beclouded the true 
issue, has kept people from under- 
standing Pentecost, and has done 
much harm to the cause of Christ. 
With that in mind, let us con- 
sider briefly some facts about the 
speaking in tongues which is men- 
tioned in the second chapter ot 
Acts as having taken place at 
Pentecost and you will See that 
it is an incidental and secondary 
matter, not the main matter ai 
all, 


l, Speaking in Tongues Was 
Simply a Means to the Great 
End at Pentecost 


Many Christians have gotten 
the idea that in Bible times the 
gift of tongues allowed a Chris- 
tiar. to speak in some unknown 
language, not known among men, 
and that he spoke for his own 
delight, without any practical 
usage. Even the emment G. 
Campbell Morgan, though against 
the tongues movement, was mis- 
led as to the meaning of tongues, 
thinks that they were always a 
matter “of delight and of ecsta- 
sy.” He says, “these voices, 
these tongues, were the  utter- 
ances of ecstatic gladness, _ in 
adoration and in praise.”” He says 
further, “Tongues were given, and 
they were to be used in address- 
ing God.” We will go into this 
matter fully at another place, but 
here it is sufficient to say that 
the Greek word glossa, here trans- 
lated tongues, is used fifty times 
in the New Testament. It is 
used repectedly for human ton- 
gues, like the tongue of the rich 
man in Hell, like the tongue of 
the man who could not speak un- 
til Jesus touched his tongue. It 
is used repeatedly for foreign lan- 
guages. It is never used in the 
entire New Testament for some 
ecstatic language to be addressed 
to God alone. That is a foolish 
theught that is not taken from 
the second chapter of Acts at all, 
but based on a misunderstanding of 
I Cor. 14, as we will later show. 

Why were the Christians at Pen- 
tecost given the power to speak in 
tongues? That is very simply ex- 
plained in the text itself. “And 
there were dwelling at Jerusa- 
lem Jews, devout men, out of 
evey nation under heaven” (Acts 
2:5). These Jews who came from 
many other countries spoke various 
languages. So God gave to these 
Christians at Pentecost the power 
to speak in the language of ‘Par- 
thians, and Medes, and Elamites, 
and the dwellers in Mesopotamia, 
and in Judaea, and Cappadocia, in 
Pontus, and Asia, Phrygia, and 
Pamphylia, in Egypt, and in the 
parts of Libya about Cyrene, and 
strangers of Rome, Jews and 
proselytes, Cretes and Arabians” 
(Acts 2:9-11). And these people, 
when they heard the gospel, said, 
“We do hear them speak in our 
tongues the wonderful works of 
God.” They said also, “And how 
hear we every man in our own 
tongue, wherein we were born?” 
(Acts 2:8). The Christians at 
Penetcost who spoke to the Parth- 
ians, spoke to them in their own 
language in which they were born. 
Those who spoke to the Medes, 
spoke to them in their own lan- 
guage in which they were born. 
And so it was with the Romans 
who spoke Latin, the Arabs who 
spoke the Arabian language, etc. 
There is not a hint here of some 
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kind of ecstatic language which 
was given for the pleasure of 
those who spoke, nor of a wor- 
ship of God not understood “by 
men, Not at all! 


If a Chinese man were before 
me with « hungry heart and God 
should teil me to preach the gos- 
pel to him, what would I do? 
Supposing that there was no one 
who could translate into Chinese 
and the Chirese man could not 
understand any English, if God 
would give me the power to 
preach th: gospel to him in his 
own language in which he was 
born, and if he were to hear it 
and understand it and be turned 
to God, that would be exactly 
what happened at Pentecost. 

The impcrtant thing was not 
whether they spoke in the lan- 
guage of the Parthians or the 
Medes or the Cretes or the Ara- 
‘ians or others; the important 
thing was that they spoke in the 
power of God to lost sinners and 
told them of the wonderful works 
of God in the death and resurrec- 
tion of His Son, to save sinners. 
Every, honest reader surely can 
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When He Commanded the 

Disciples to Wait Until 

They Were Endued With 
Power From on. High 


The wonderful fullness of the 
Holy Spirit, or baptism with the 
Spirit, or pouring out of the 
Spirit, or gift of the Spirit which 
came at Pentecost (all these Bi- 
ble terms are used about that 
Same blessing) was foretold long 
ahead of time. It is significant 
that in every one of the four gos- 
pels the words of John the Bap- 
tist are quoted, saying, “I indeed 


baptize you with water unto re- CAN YOU SUCCEED? 
pentance: but he that cometh 
after me . Shall baptize you |§ "My word shall not return 


with the Holy Ghost...” (Matt. 
3:11; Mar« 1:8; Luke 3:16; John 
1:26, 33). It is evident that John 
made this statement or similar 
ones many times. And the Holy 
Ghost had the writers of the gos- 
pel put it down these four times 
as a matter of great importance. 

And in none of these cases did 
John the Baptist even mention or 
infer that the fullness of the 
Spirit would involve’ speaking 
with tongues. The speaking with 

(Continued on Page 4) 
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tongues, with the sound of a rush- 
ing mighty wind and like the vis- 
ible tongues like as of fire, were 
all incidental and secondary mir- 
acles that were not essential to 


the ‘real blessing which they 
sought. 

In Luke 24:49 Jesus said: “And 
behold, I send the promise of my 


Father upun you: but tarry ye in 


the city of Jerusalem, until ye 
be endued with power from on 
high.” But Jesus said nothing 
about them expecting to speak 
with tongues He did not tell 
them that speaking in tongues 
was the evidence of the fullness 
of the Hoiy Spirit. He ignored 
the matter as He did other inci- 
dental things that would happen 
at Pentecost. 

Acts 1:4, 5 tell us again of the 
command and promise of Jesus 
concerning the Holy Spirit. Jesus 
said: 

“And, being assembled to- 


gether with them, command- 
ed them that they should not 
depart from. Jerusalem, but 
wait for the promise of the 
Father, which, saith he, ye 
have heard of me. For John 
truly baptized with water; 
but ye shall be baptized with 
the Holy Ghost not many 
days hence.” 


The fullness of the Spirit was 


a matter long promised, ‘the 
promise of the Father” often re- 
ferred to. Now, Jesus tells them, 
in a few days these disciples 


“shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost.” Yet not a word is said 
about speaking with tongues, nor 
the other incidental miracles that 
were to occur at Pentecost. They 
were not important. The disci- 
ples were not to wait for them. 
The disciples were to lay no stress 
on them, They were to tarry 
until they were baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, 
But how 
know when 


would the disciples 
they were baptized 
with the Holy Ghost? What 
would be the evidence? Natur- 
ally they inquired further as to 
the meaning. And Jesus explain- 
ed Himself further in Acts 1:8. 
This is the evidence they were 
promised: ‘“‘But ye shall receive 
power, after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you; and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and 
in Samaria, and unto the utter- 
most part of the earth.” 

Don’t you see, then, that speak- 
ing in tongues at Pentecost was 
an incidental and minor matter, 
a simple means to an end? The 
important thing is that they were 
to have the power of God upon 
them and be God’s witnesses in 
winning souls. What a mistake 
it is for us to put the cart before 
the horse, and to major on min- 
ors, and let the tail wag the dog, 
in our interpretation of what hap- 
pened at Pentecost! 

38. We Are Clearly Told Else- 
where That Speaking in Tongues 
Is Incidental and Secon- 
dary, a Lesser Gift 
We do not have room here to 
answer all the questions’ that 
arise Concerning speaking with 
tongues. I cannot in the short 
space of this chapter say all that 
needs to ve said about speaking 
with tongues. That will come 
later. Biit certain principles are 
plainly stated which will help us 
to know that speaking in tongues 
was incider.tal and had no large 
part in the meaning of Pentecost. 
First, God put speaking in 
tongues as the very last of the 
gifts meationed in I Corinthians 
12:28: “And God hath set some 
in the church, first apostles, sec- 
ondarily yrophets, thirdly teach- 


ers, after that miracles, then 
gifts of Pealings, helps, govern- 
ments, diversities of tongues.”’ 


Every word of God is pure. All 
the Bible is exactly right. God 
put diversities of tongues as the 
very last and least important of 
the gifts, as the gift of an apos- 
tle was most important. 

Second, the Bible clearly infers 
that all do not speak with tongues 
and should not: First Corin- 
thians 12:30 says, “Have all the 
gifts of healing? do all speak 
with tongues? do all interpret?” 
The obviously intended answer is 
no. Speaking in tongues was not 
intended fof every Christian, 
Third, Pau: himself, by divine 
inspiration, plainly said that

speaking in tongues is infinitely 
.ess important than giving a 
clear testimony for Jesus. In lI 
Corinthiars 14:19 Paul says: 
“Yet in the church I had rather 
speak five words with my under- 
standing, that by my voice l 
might teach others also, than ten 
thousand wo.ds in an unknown 
tongue.” 

There is more teaching on this 
important subject which will 
come later, but surely’ this is 
enough to show honest Christians 
everywhere that it is better to 
speak five words with the under- 
standing than ten thousand words 


vin an unknown tongue. And one 
who puts much stress on the 
speaking with tongues certainly 
misses the wonderful meaning 
that God ras for us in Pentecos.. 
And that meaning is that God's 
people simply tarried there with 
prayer and supplication until they 


were filled with the Holy Spirit 

and had power to witness for Him 

in Jerusalem, in all Judaea, in 

Samaria, and unto the uttermost 

part of the earth. And we, too, 

can have the same power as these 

Christians had at the “specimen 

day,” as D. L. Moody called it, of 

revival at Pentecost, 

4. Bible Teachers’ Retreating 
Before the Tongues Movement 
Have Explained Away Pente- 

cost and Missed Its Blessed 

Meaning 

There can be no doubt that the 
fanaticism of the tongues move- 
ment and the arbitrary insistence 
of many misguided people that 
every Christian should talk in 
tongues and that’ speaking in 
tongues is the evidence of the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit, has 
done great harm and has led peo- 
ple to misinterpret the meaning 
of Pentecost. But we must also 

Say that much of the Bible teach- 

ing on the question of Pentecost 

and the power of the Holy Spirit 
of recent years has been colored 
unduly by a retreat before the 
tongues people. Many si Bible 


teachers were not willing to face 
the implications of Pentecost. 
Many did not have, themselves, 


the power of Pentecost, such as 
that which fell upon great evan- 
gelists, Charles G. Finney, D. L. 
Moody, R. A. Torrey, Dr. J. Wilbur 
Chapman, end others. Yet Pen- 
tecostal people and the tongues 
people pressed the matter all the 
time. A revulsion of feeling took 
place among leaders of Christian 
thought and it became popular to 
explain away Pentecost. Pente- 
cost was the technical beginning 
of a new _ dispensation, people 
said. Pentecost, therefore, could 
never be repeated. It was simply 
the origin of the Christian church. 
All of us were already baptized 
in the Holy Spirit, at least poten- 


tially, and therefore we did not 
need to have more. It was stress- 
ed by a thousand writers and 


preachers that “‘the Holy Spirit 
never speaks of Himself,” which 
is a violent misunderstanding of 
John 16:13 where Jesus said that 
the Holy Spirit would speak on- 
ly what He was given to speak 
from the Father. Christians 
were taught that it was foolish 
to wait before God and pray for 
the fullness of the Spirit. Since 
Pentecost, said these worldly-wise 
Bible teachers, that was never in 
order, The teachings of Darby 
were substituted for the great 
doctrinal position of D. L. Moody 
and R. A. Torrey. The Bible 
teachers who never had revivals, 
never knew the power of Pente- 
cost for themselves, rarely won 
Souls, became the spokesmen in 
doctrine where once the soul win- 
ners had been heard; Spurgeon, 
Wesley, Whitefield, Finney, 
Moody, Torrey. The tide of re- 
vival ebbed away as men ceased to 
plead for and ceased to expect 
the power of the Holy Spirit. To 
get away from the Pentecostal 
teaching people retreated from 
any teaching Holy Spirit 
power. 

Oh, the aearth, the famine, the 
spiritual wilderness, the power- 
lessness as result of this retreat 
from the clear Bible teaching of 
the power of the Holy Spirit! 

Beloved reader, someone has 
laid more stress on speaking in 
tongues than is proper or right; 
surely it is even worse for us to 
ignore the clear teaching of the 
Word of God about the power of 
the Holy Spirit! Surely, if the 
tongues people have been wrong

about Pentecost, that does not 


excuse us for disobeying and neg- 
lecting the 
the Scripture, 
the Spirit. 

By God’s grace, I will not give 
up a thing that is promised to 
If 


clear commands of

some teach baptism essential 
salvation, I will not go with the 
but I will still teach people to b 
baptized as Jesus and Paul did. 
If some make the Lord’s 
into a mass, and put forgiveness 
into the hands of a priest, I will 
not go wita them, but I will still 
teach Christians that Jesus said, 
“This do in remembrance of me.” 
I cannot throw away part of the 
Bible because somebody has mis- 
interpreted it! So I cannot, l 
must not, turn my back upon the 
marvelous teaching of Pentecost, 
that Christians must be filled 
with the Holy Spirit if they are 
to do the work of God acceptably, 
even though some have gone to 
fanatical extremes concerning 
the doctrine of the Holy Spirit. 
Ill. Pentecost Was NOT the 
beginning of a New 
Dispensation 

Many preachers and teachers, 
including this author, have some- 
times spoken of “this dispensation 


of the Holy Spirit.” That is a 
misleading statement. Actually, 
no new dispensation . began -at 


Pentecost. And the reason this 
is a dangerous mistake is that it 
leads people away from under- 
standing the meaning of Pente- 
cost. PeoplJe who think of Pente- 
cost as simply the technical be- 
ginning of a new dispensation 
miss the lesson God gives us theré. 
A dispensational matter, long 
past, has no special message for 
us, they think. Hence they do 
not learn to wait on God for 
soul-winning and revival power 
as did the apostles and others be- 
fore Pentecost. Being absorbed 
in a false meaning for Pentecost, 
they miss the true meaning. 

It is true that Pentecost is the 
beginning of the fulfillment of the 
prophecy otf Joel: 

“And it shall come to pass 

in the last days, saith God, I 

will pour out of my Spirit 

upon all flesh: and your sons 
and your daughters shall pro- 
phesy, and, your young men 

Shall see visions, and your 

old men shall dream dreams: 

And on my servants and on 

my handmaidens I will pour 

out in tuose days of my Spirit; 
and they shall prophesy: And 

I will shew wonders in heav- 

en above, and signs in the 

earth beneath; blood, and fire, 
and vapour of smoke: The 
sun shall be turned into dark- 
ness, and the moon into blood, 
before that great and notable 
day of the Lord come: And it 
shall come to pass, that who- 
soever shall call on the name 
of the Lord shall be saved.” 
—Acts 2:17-21. 


Peter said, “This is that which 
was spoken by the prophet Joel,” 
and quoted the above passage. It 
is true in a sense that the great 
time of the spread of the gospel 
over the whole world began at 
Pentecost. But it is not true 
that at Pentecost a new dispen- 
sation began. 


l, Pentecost Is Not the First 
Time That Christians Were 
Filled With the Holy Ghost. 
At Pentecost “they were all 

filled with the Holy Ghost,” says 

Acts 2:4. And through the book 

of Acts we have repeated state- 

ments that Christians were filled 
with the Holy Spirit. (See Acts 

4:8, Acts 4:31, Acts 6:5, Acts 

7:55, Acts 9:17, Acts 11:24). 

With this in mind, the revered 

Dr. A. T. Pierson expressed the 

feeling of many when he com- 

mented on the first verse in the 
book of Acts. There Luke says, 

“The former treatise have Il 

made, O Theophilus, of all that 

Jesus began both to do and 

teach.” And Dr. Pierson said that 

in the gospels Jesus began the 
work, in the book of Acts the 

Holy Spirit continued it. But he 

missed the point of that passage. 

The. clear teaching of the context 

and of other Scripture passages 

is that Jesus did all His work 
threugh the power of tHe Holy 

Spirit, and that when He was 

taken away, the disciples could 

do exactly the same kind of work 
through the same power of the 

Holy Spirit. Jesus said in John 

14:12, “He that believeth on me 

the works that I do shall he do 

also; and greater works than 


thought that people 


these shall he do; because I go 
unto my Father.” If you have 
were not 
filled with the Holy Spirit before 
Pentecost, then you should re- 
member Luke 1:15 where we are 
told that John the Baptist should 
“be filled with the Holy Ghost, 
even from his mother’s womb.” 
And the purpose was exactly the 
same as the purpose of Pentecost, 
for the following verse says, 
“And many of the children of 
Israel shall he turn to the Lord 
their God.” The ministry of 
John the Baptist had exactly the 
same power as Peter’s ministry 
and the ministry of others at 
Pentecost. 


In Luke 1:41 we are told that 
“Blisabeth was filled with the 
Holy Ghost,” and in Luke 1:67 we 
are told that "Zacharias was fill- 
ed with the Holy Ghost,” In Luke 
3:22 we are told that “the Holy 
Ghost descended in a bodily shape 
like a dove” upon Jesus at His 


baptism. Luke 4:1 says, “And 
Jesus beinz full of the Holy 
Ghost returned from Jordan.” 


Luke 4:14 says, “And Jesus re- 
turned in the power of the Spirit 
into Galilee.” Jesus preached in 
the synagogue from the text in 
Isaiah 61:1' which says, “The 
Spirit of the Lord God is upon 
me; because the Lord hath anoint- 
ed me to preach...” and then 


said, “This day is this scripture 
fulfilled in your ears” (Luke 4: 
16-21). 


It is obvious from these. Scrip- 
tures that the fullness of the 
Spirit was upon John the Bap- 
tist, on Elisabeth, on Zacharias, 
and upon Jesus during the days 
preceding Pentecost. 


But the same passage that tells 
us that John the Baptist would 
be filled with the Holy Ghost 
from his mother’s womb and that 
he should turn many of the chil- 
dren of Israel to the Lord their 
God, tells us in the next verse 
that John the Baptist had ex- 
actly the same Spirit and power 
as Elijah: “And he shall go be- 
fore him in the spirit and power 
of Elias, to turn the hearts of 
the fathers to the children, and 
the disobedient to the wisdom of 
the just; to make ready a people 
prepared for the Lord” (Luke 
1:17). Elijah and Old Testament 
prophets were filled with the 
Holy Spirit long before Pentecost. 
And we are expressly told in Ex- 
odus 35:30, 31 that “See,. the 
Lord hath called by name Beza- 
leel the son of Uri, the son of 
Hur, of the tribe of Judah; And 
he hath filled him with the spirit 
of God...” The fullness of the 
Spirit, then, which the waiting 
disciples received at Pentecost, 
did not inaugurate a new dispen- 
sation in that sense. People have 
been filled with the Holy Spirit 
many times before. Being filled 
with the Holy Spirit was not 
necessarily a new thing. 

Pentecost began the great era 
of revivals. But there had been 
revivals before, like those with 


Elijah on Mount Carmel, of John 
the Baptist at the river Jordan, 
like the revivals under Ezra and 
Josiah, 

It is true that Pentecost was 
the beginning of the last days 
when "whosoever shall call on the 
name of the Lord shall be saved,” 
according to Joel’s prophecy. But 
we must not think that no one 
was saved before this time. Even 
in the matter of the fullness of 
the Spirit and power for soul 
winning, Pentecost did not inaug- 
urate a new dispensation. It was 
simply a time when people of 
God had waited upon Him until 
He graciously filled them with 
power to carry out His command 
of winning souls. 


2. Pentecost Was Not the Begin- 
ning of the Indwelling of the 
Holy Spirit in Bodies of 
Christians 


There is widespread belief that 
the Holy ‘Spirit descended at 
Pentecost and there moved into 
the bodies of Christians and that 
therefore a new dispensation in 
regard to the Holy Spirit began 
at Pentecost. But this impression 
is a mistaken one, as you will 
easily see from the Scriptures, I 
believe. 

It is true that once the Holy 
Spirit was with Christians and 
that now He is in Christians. That 
is what Jesus said about the Holy 


Spirit in John 14:16, 17. Jesus 
said: . 
“And I will pray the 


Father, and he shall give you 

another Comforter, that he 

may abide with you for ever; 

Even the Spirit of truth; 

whom the world cannot re- 

ceive, because it seeth him 
not, neither knoweth him: but 
ye know him; for he dwelleth 
with you, and shall be in you.” 

The Holy Spirt then dwelled 
with the disciples and later Jesus 
said the Holy Spirit should be in 
the disciples. -At a certain time 
the Holy Spirit came in to abide 
in the bodies of Christians. 

This is a blesse@ truth that 
Christians ought never to forget. 
First Corinthians 6:19, 20 says: 

“What? know ye not that 
your body is the temple of the 
Holy Ghost which is in you, 
which ye have of God, and ye 
are not your own? For ye are 

» bought with a price: therefore 
glorify God in your body, and 
in your spirit, which are 

God’s.”’ 

Second Corinthians 6:16 says, 
“And what agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols? for ye 
are the temple of the living God.” 

First Corinthians 3:16 says, 
“Know ye not that ye are the 
temple of God, and that the Spirit 
of God dwelleth in you?” 

And Romans 8:9, 10 has a beau- 
tiful statement: 

“But ye are not in the 
flesh, but in the Spirit, if so 
be that the Spirit of God dwell 
in you. Now if any man have

Rolfe Barnard tells this inci- 
dent.

One afternoon 
the. pastor and I went about ten 
milés in the country to talk .with 
a man about his soul, The man 
was hard and we were not able 
to win him te the Saviour, But 
while there we were able to lead 
the eleven-year-old son of the 
home to Christ, Years passed. 

One day on 
a battlefield in the Pacific area 
the stretcher-bearers found the 
dead body of this boy, now about 
twenty years of age. Clutched in 
his right hand as he lay cold in 
death was a pencil. In his left 
hand was a yellow sheet of paper. 
The paper had my picture on it. 
It was a circular that had been 
used to advertise our 
nine years before. For some rea- 
son the boy had kept the circu- 
lar and had carried it overseas.

Moreover he had it on his person 
when he faced the enemy and re- 
ceived his mortal wound. Writ- 
ten on the circular just below my 
picture were these words: ‘Dear 
Mother, I am dying but I want 
you to know that in the revival 
Brother Parnard conducted in our 
town I gave my heart to Jesus, 
and He is -with me now.’ He did 
not get to sign his name; he only 
started it. Then he was gone. 
After a while the boy’s father 
whom I had not been able to 
reach for Chfist, received at the 
post office a package. ~In it were 
the personal effects of this boy. 
Carefully and reverently he car- 
ried it home. When all the fam- 
ily was together he opened the 
package. When he came to the 
yellow circular, he looked at my 
picture and then sobbed out the 
message the boy had written as 
he lay dying. Then, thank God. 
he fell on his knees, repented of 
his sins,and trusted Christ as his 
Saviour.” ,

Saves Lost Men 


Jesus is the Saviour of the lost. 
He said of Himself that he had 


Misunderstood Pentecost 
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not the Spirit of Christ, he is 
none of his. And if Christ be 
in you, the body is dead be- 
cause of sin; but the Spirit is 
life because of righteousness.” 
We can thank God for this 
wonderful truth, that now the 
Spirit of God dwells in the body 
BUT THIS 
DISPENSATIONAL CHANGE 
DID NOT BEGIN AT PENTE- 
COST! 
The clear teaching of the Word 
of God is that the new dispensa- 


tion, when the Holy Spirit should. 


dwell in the body of every be- 
liever, began the day Jesus rose 
from the dead. Jesus Himself 
promised this in John 7:37-39. 
There~He said: 

“In the last day, that great 
day of the feast, Jesus stood 
and cried, saying, If any man 
thirst, let him come unto me, 
and drink. He that believeth 
on me, as the scripture hath 
said, out of his belly shall 
flow rivers of living water. 
(But this spake he of the 
Spirit, which they that believe 
on him should receive: for the 
Holy Ghost was not yet given, 
because that Jesus was not 
yet glorified.) 

The Holy Spirit was to come 
into people’s bodies and make His 
headquarters there. He should 
flow out in His fullness from the 
innermost beings of Christians 
like a stream of thirst-quenching 
water. But the Holy Spirit, in the 
sense of His indwelling, in the 
sense of His making His head- 
quarters in the human body and 
working out from the human 
body, was delayed. “For the Holy 
Ghost was not yet given; because 
that Jésus was not yet glorified.” 
When the Lorg Jesus was glorified, 
that is, raised from the dead in 4 
glorified body, then the Holy 
Spirit was to be given to live in 
the bodies of Christians. 

As the gospel of John records 
this promise, the same gospel re- 
cords its fulfillment. In John 
20:19-22 we are told how, the day 
Jesus rose from the dead, He ap- 
peared to the disciples and 
breathed on them and said, “Re- 
ceive ye the Holy Ghost.” Jesus 
breathed on them there and they 
received the Holy Ghost. 

In the Bible, remember that the 
Greek word for Spirit and the 
word for wind or breath are the 
same. “Jesus literally breathed 
upon these disciples the Holy 
Spirit of God. They received Him, 
and He, the third person of the 
Trinity, came in to their bodies 
to dwell. 

It is quite clear, then, that the 
dispensational change, when the 
Holy Spirit, instead of being with 
Christians lived in Christians, took 
place the day Jesus rose from the 


dead when the disciples received 
the Holy Ghost, to live in their 
bodies. It was. only about four 
days after Jesus had promised in 
John 14 that the Holy Spirit would 


abide in them, that “he dwelleth | 


with you, and-shall be in you” 
(John 14:16, 17). We may proper- 
ly understang that when the Holy 
Spirit came into the bodies of 
these apostles to dwell, He came 
into the bodies of all the other 
Christians in the world. And from 
that day to this, every time one 
is converted, born again, his body 
becomes the temple of the Holy 
Spirit. The same Holy Spirit who 
regenerates the soul, moves in and 


‘makes the body His ‘habitation, 


His temple. But that took place 
the day Jesus rose from the dead 
and not at Pentecost! 

When Jesus told the disciples, 
“And, behold, I send the promise 
of my Father upon you: but tarry 
ye in the city of Jerusalem, until 
ye be endued with power from 
on high” (Luke 24:49) He did not 
mean that they were to wait for 
the indwelling presence of the 
Holy Spirit. Already He dwelt in 
their bodies. Jesus had already 
breathed upon them and said, ‘‘Re- 
ceive ye the Holy Ghost.” The 
Holy Spirit was already with them 
to comfort them, to guide them 
into the truth. He was an abiding 
person, living in their bodies. And 
yet they needed to wait for the 
fullness of power, power to make 
them soul winners, power for re- 
vival, power to carry out the com- 
mand of the Great Commission 
Jesus had given them. 

It is a great mistake to dismiss 
Pentecost as simply being the 
inauguration of a new dispensa- 
tion. It was not that. It was a 
great revival when God's people 
were endued with power from on 
high to win_ souls. 

When the eleven disciples and 
the women who had stayed near 
Jesus, ang His mother, and His 
half brothers, waited in the upper 
room before Pentecost, it is said, 
“These all continued with one ac- 
cord in prayer and supplication” 
(Acts 1:14). But they were not 
waiting simply for a new dis- 
pensation to start! They were 
not waiting for some _ technical 
change 
with men. They were waiting for 
power, the power that would make 
them witnesses in Jerusalem, in 
all Judaea, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost part of the 
earth, effective soul winners.

Iif. The Saviour’s Purpose 

The Devil, through man’s sin, 
spoiled the world that hag come 
perfect from God’s hand.

From the beginning, God’s purpose 
was to restore this groaning and 
travailing world to its original 
state of blessedness.

becoming civilized.” In 1913 the 
president of Stanford University 
assured us that there would be 
no great conflict again because 
the cost-of such large scale hos- 
tilities would be. prohibitive. In 
1914 the secretary of the National 
Peace Council cried, “War, the 
product of anarchy and fear, is 
passing away.” That was said 
en the eve of the bloodiest con- 
flict in history until that hour, 
and the holocaust had no sooner 
subsided than a great American 
president assured us that out of 
the untold agonies, the broken 
bodies, the sunken morais, and the 
staggering billions in money, had 
emerged a lasting peace. The 
tragic symbol of the hopes of our 
day is Chamberlain at Croydon 
Airdrome, holding high over his 
head a briefcase containing 4 
scrap of paper and crying to the 
cheering thousands, “This means 
peace in our time.” The signature 
that made it “sure” was that of 
Adolph Hitler!

tually did ache and really hurt. 
He would get mad if I read my 
Bible. Any Christian literature 
or tracts he found, he would tear 
up or burn. THE CHRISTIAN

terrible rage. One time I sent 
for John Bray's little booklets 
you advertise in the Sword. My 
husband took them out of the 
mail box (1 had forgotten to get 
the mail), unwrapped them, flew 
into a rage, took them to the 
back porch to burn with the 
trash before I could even look at 
them. Of course I said as kindly 
as I couid, ‘Honey, you are not 
fighting Christian literature; you 
are fighting the Lord Jesus.’ 
Then one time, ‘You can take 
everything away from me, but you 
cannot ever take Jesus out of my 
heart.’ 


“Many times he was going to 
leave and get a divorce because 
I went to that radical church and 
read the Bible. Oh, Dr. Rice, God 
was teaching me to pray, to read 
my Bible, to trust Him and be- 
lieve His Word through it all! 
Now I can thank God over and 
over and praise Him for it. 
“Finally I quit going to prayer 
meeting, then Sunday night serv- 
ices because he rebelled so; would 
lock the children and me out, or 
be gone until unreasonable hours. 
Of course every one said, ‘I would 
show him! Take a stand. Go to 
prayer meeting. Go to church 
Sunday night. Let him know he 
is not running you,’ etc. 

“Then in all of my distress, my 
dear Christian friends at our lit- 
tle church, Mr. and Mrs. —- 
loaned me their copy of your book 
on The Home: Courtship, Marri- 
age and Children. As I read the 
chapter on ‘Rebellious Wives and 
Slacker Husbands’ really God 
spoke to me through His word in 
I Peter, ‘Likewise, ye wives, he in 
subjection to your own husbands; 
that, if any obey not the word, 
they also may without the word 
be won by the conversation [be- 
havior] of the wives.’ The whole 
chapter hit me! Maybe I wasn’t 
saying anything critical or nag- 
ging at him, but my heart was 
rebellious! (I couldn't go to 
shows! I would say, ‘I just don’t 
have any desire to go,’ then he 
would make fun of me, etc.) 
“Well, I got down on my knees 
and cried aitd told the Lord I 
knew my heart rebelled against 
my husband’s will in many things, 
but by His (God’s) grace and it 
alone, I would do my dead level 
best to live in subjection and let 
my husband rule me and obey 
God's Word. 

“I told my husband that I had 
been tithing my grocery money, 
that I felt I should ask him how 
much I could give. He said a 
dollar was enough. So I always 
gave a dollar to the Lord, 

“My prayer life took on a new 
turn. I could pray, especially 
when he was out gambling until 
real early in the morning, instead 
of worrying and commanding God 
to bring him home. I could pray 
with assurance, in faith, believ- 
ing that the Lord would use the 
sinful practice to bring my hus- 
band to Himself—use it toward 
his soul some day. I believe 
God did, 

“When the debatable decisions 
came that I had to make—for ex- 
ample, ‘L2t’s go to the show to- 
night,’ my heart and soul cried 
out against it. Then I would say, 
‘All right, and pray and tell the 
Lord He would have to see me 
through, that no matter what 
Christian friends or anyone 
thought, I was going to live in 
subjection to my husband, in 
obedience to God’s plain com- 
mands, and leave the results to 
Him; that He would have to save 
my husband's soul. 

‘And do you know, Dr. Rice, 
I never did have to go to a show! 
When I would say, ‘Yes,’ he would 
decide I should stay at home and 
put the baby girl to bed and he 
would take our boy and show him 
a good time. Then I would pray 
that the Lord would watch over 
our boy, anc yet he would come 
home to tell me about the awful 
scenes that had so impressed his 
young mind.

telling nis daddy he should not 
go, his daddy decided it wasn’t 
good for him!!! Oh, it was won- 
derful to obey God, then to sit 
back and watch Him work! 
“Well our home became much 
better. The tense atmosphere 
lessened some. I tried to avoid 
anything and everything’ that 
would cause trouble. Little by 
little a kind of testimony for my 
Saviour caused much less trouble. 
“Then, one Sunday morning, 
out of a clear blue sky, my hus- 
band took the children and me to 
church in our car—and we didn’t 
have to catch the bus and go so 
early to get there. He continued 
to take us, then wofild come home 
and read his Sunday funnies and 
listen to the radio sermons. God 
was dealing with his heart all 
along. 


“Then one Sunday he took us 
to church (I noticed that he put 
oh his suit and white shirt, but 
not a word was spoken) and 
walked right in and sat down 
with our children and me! Oh, it 
was like a dream! For, so many 
times he had said, ‘I'll never go 
to that Baptist church. Never! 
Pack up your clothes and move up 
there and let them keep you,’ etc. 
For three Sundays straight he 
went. Then the following Wednes- 
day night at seven o'clock he 
said, ‘Would you like to go to 
prayer meeting?’ Would I! Boy, 
I got the kiddies washed and 
dressed and ready to go and we 
were there by 7:30. 


“The men pray together and 
the women together because tiere 
are too many for all to pray. 
When the men came in from their 
prayer meeting, there were many 


tear-stained eyes. My husband 
was wiping his eyes. Two or 
three slipped around and said, 


‘Your husband had a little talk 
with the Lord.’ The following 
week he went forward and gave 
his testimony, ‘to help new Chris- 
tians,’ he said, ‘to make a clean 
break with the world,’ that the 
hardest thing he ever did in his 
life was to come back to the 
————- Baptist Church where the 
gospel was being preached. 


“You know, both our parents 
still go faithfully to that cold, 
modernistic, Methodist church. 
Through all my trials and heart- 
aches with him, they both said 
I was breaking up my home and 
losing my mind over religion. 
Now, of course, they are stumped. 
How I praise God for working be- 
fore them in the life of my hus- 
band! A person just cannot get 
around a changed life in answer 
to prayer. There is no answer 
except thes. Lord did it. It has 
been a wonderful testimony to 
them, although yet they have not 
had the vourage to say so. 


“But, Dr. Rice, unless I had 
obeyed God’s command as to the 
subjection of a wife’s will to her 
husband's, my prayers would have 
been hindered: 

“I have said to so many good 
Christians who just can’t see it

Our old hearts are wicked, sin- 
ful, rebellious and many times 
self-righteous—even we Chris- 
tians! You know, ministers, fun- 
damental preachers, “old season- 
ed Christians, just laughed and 
scorned and philosophically said 
it would not work, when I told 
everyone that I had finally found 
God’s way for my problems in 
your book on The Home. = ‘Oh, 
no,’ they said, ‘the Lord must 
come first. Take a stand for the 
Lord always and He will answer 
prayer. Your husband will have 
you whipped if you do that. Rice 
is wrong!’ (My neighbor, a 
staunch Presbyterian, still runs 
down your book on the home, says 
it wrecks homes.) But it works! 
It is God’s way! Preach it every- 
where you go, Dr. Rice. How many 
Christian wives all over the coun- 
try shed tears for unsaved hus- 
bands!
